In 1929-a prosperous year—half the 


farmers in America sold 89 per cent 
of the farm produce and the other 
half sold 11 per cent. He estimates tho 
first group could produce that ad- 
ditional 11 per cent—so that "half the 
farms of the nation are not needed to 
feed and clothe tho non-farm people." 


More than a quartej- of the nation's 


farms in 1939 raised less than $600 in 
produce. (The average European peas- 
ant, 
says Dr. Baker, docs nearly 


twice this well.) Nearly 1,000,000 farms 
produced le.ss than $400 apiece—and 
only a fifth of these were part-time 
farms. 


Farm tendency has been increasing, 


Dr. Baker says. Twenty-five per cent 
of our farmers were tenants in 1880; 
42 per cent in 1935, and in some states 
the percentage was up lo 70, 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 


nomics asserts, "it has become in- 
creasingly difficult for tenants to be- 
come owners. . . . We have the be- 
ginnings of a permanent stratification 
of our farm population." 


Big Companies Increase 


Holdings 


Hearings of the Temporary National 


Economic Committee, department ex- 
perts said, showed how good farm land 
has passed into ownership of big in- 
vestment companies. 


The 26 leading life insurance com- 


panies today hold $529,000,000 worth of 
farm land, acquired through foreclos- 
ure of mortgages. 


Metropolitan Life, with 1,430,000 acres 


in 7153 farms, is today the nation's big- 
gest farmer. More than 8 per cent 
of all the land in Iowa is today owned 
by the insurance companies. 


A minograph prepared in the Bu- 


reau of Agricultural Economics re- 
ports that the equity in the total farm 
land of the nation hold by those who 
are cultivating the land has dropped 
from 62 per cent in 1880, to 39 per cent 
today.

Second, diplomats, from the'neutral 


nations of Europe let the administra- 
tion .know that their countries would 
warmly welcome; a U. S. move for 
peace and would help it all they 
could. 
, 


Third,'high officials in the adminis- 


tration are growing very pessimistic 
about the economic outlook after the 
war. One cabinet member is drafting 
a report predicting that if the war is 
fought to a finish there will be a great 
extension of nationalistic economics, 
a la.pro-September Germany, no mat- 
ter who wins—so great an extension 
that he frankly fears this country 
would be obliged to follow suit, to 
some extent, whether it wanted to or 
not and regardless of which party 
happened to be in power.

Chapter Seven 


People today, taking a much greater i 


interest in political questions than, 
ever before, are very apt to wonder 
why, by and large, the so-called small 
neutral states of Europe happen to 
be so much further along the road 
of progress than the larger empires. 


Why can Sweden, Switzerland, Den- 


inaiik, Finland and all the others give 
their people peace and quiet and an 
orderly form of government? Why 
have they succeeded so admirably in 
removing all slums, in providing pen- 
sions for the aged? 


And why is their political life al- 


most completely free from the ever- 
iasling corruption and those financial 
scandals which in America seem to 
be an unavoidable and integral part 
of practical politics? 


Generalities are always dangerous, 


but I think thai we can answer those 
questions by just one word —"size." 
Those countries are small. They are 
inhabited by homogeneous groups of 
people. 


This does not hold true of course 


for Switzerland, but 
the excellent 


system of popular education has so 
far removed the average Swiss from 
Ihe prejudices of a narrow-minded 
nationalism that the French, Ger-

Roman diglp£^)f h,avp learned not only 
to live but havVafso mastered the in- 
finitely more difficult task of letting 
the other fellow live his own life. 


Take . Sweden as another example. 


In our own ^country, everything we do 
every law| we pass, must be carefully 
adjusted tp the special desires and in- 
terests of all sorts of racial and po- 
litical groups. 


The original owners of the coun- 


try, the Indians, not having a vote, 
are a mute minority, but in nearby 
Mexico they have become a majority 
with majority rights. 


And at any moment, an unscrupulous 


demagogue, by appealing cleverly to 
certain racial or religious prejudises, 
may completely upset our entire po- 
litical or economic balance. 


In Sweden, there are a little over 


six Hellion people. The small "for- 
eign" groups have become so complete- 
ly Swedishized (if that be the word) 
that they have become an integral part 
of the country of their adoption and 
would no more think of selling them- 
selves apart from the rest of their 
neighbors (by dietary laws, special 
holidays and such like) than they

Ten New 
York City blocks would have taken 
care of all the "free and equal" cit- 
izens who made up Aristotle's "polity." 


And the strength of those famous 


Greek cities therefore lay not in the 
number of their inhabitants. 


On the contrary, they were strong 


because they were small. For being 
small, they were homogeneous. 
That 


word means "being of a common 
origin—being alike—being 
of 
the 


same kind or nalure." 


Therefore Ihere is small profit to 


be derived from a comparison of the 
ancient forms of democracy with 
our mpdern ones.

Deduct Gasoline 


Tax From Report 


Registration dnd Other 


Fees May Be De- 


ducted 


LITTLE ROCK — When making out 


federal income IBX returns, Arkansas 
motorists may deduct money paid out 
during 1939 as a result of the States' 
gasoline tax rate of 6\4 cents. Orovor 
T. Owens, president of the Arkansas 
Automobile Club, declared. 


Reporting on income tax deductions 


allowed motorists by reason of car 
operation, he continued: 


"Every penny paid to the state in 


form of registration and other special 
fees may be deducted by Arkansas 
motorists. Also, they may deduct n- 
mounts paid out in state gasoline taxes 
when traveling through'most of the 
other states as the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue now allows full de- 
ductions for all but ten states, namely, 
Alabama, California, Georgia, Mississi- 
ppi, Nebraska. South Carolina, Tennes- 
see. Utah Wyoming and Ohio where 
3c of the 4c (nx is deductible. 


"However, it is important to re- 


member that amounts paid out in 
Federal gasoline and other excise taxe.s 
are strictly not deductible. 


"Other deductible items include loss 


sustained from damage when not cov- 
ered by insurance or other compensat- 
ed, and interest on money borrowed 
for purchase of a car. Finance charges, 
as such, are not deductible and whe- 
ther a portion of the charge can be 
deducted as interest depends upon 
the nature of the contract. A reason- 
able deduction may also be made for 
annual automobile depreciation. 


"American Automobile Association 


national headquarters has prepared a 
booklet listing all deductions that may 
be made by motorists when making 
outjncomc tax returns. The Arkansas 
Automobile Club has a supply of these 
booklets on hand to aid car owners 
when the time comes for them to 
wrestle with Uncle Sam's annual ques- 
tionnaire."

Improper Overtaking and Passing 


Frequent Cause of Car Accidents 


One of (lie most frequent causes 


of serious accidents on the highways 
of the Stale is failure to use clue care 
wrjen overtaking and passing other 
vehicles. This comment wys made by 
VV. W. Mitchell, Director of Highways, 
in connection with the weekly re- 
view of the traffic accident situation. 


In brief, the "Uniform Act Regulat- 


ing Trafic" in Arkansas provides: "be- 
fore overtaking and passing a vehicle 
on the left, sound horn and be sure 
there is safe passing distance. Return 


to the right side of the road should 
not be made until safely clear ot 
the overtaken vehicle." 


The standard instructions on this 


operation Issued by the State High- 
way Department's Division of Traffic 
and Safety points out four distinct 
steps which, if observed, will climin- 
nate accidents of this kind: 


1. Upon overtaking a vehicle, the 


driver should slow down and adjust 
his }.peed to practically that of the 
overtaken vehicle. This is necessary in

Is being overtaken and passed con 
nlso contribute to the wifely of (hc 
operation by keeping well to'the riR|,t 
nnd lifting his foot from the accelern- 
tor as the other vehicle goes around 
This permits a slight reduction in 
speed and provides nn additional mar- 
gin of clearance necessary in event 
the driver of the first vehicle does 
not exercise due care when over- 
taking nnd passing.
